SINCE LAST NOVEMBER. SOLAR FLARES PRODUCED SHORT PERIODS OF 

POOR HF COMMUNICATION, BUT THEIR WORST EFFECTS WILL BE FELT 
NOVEMBER 8 AND 9, IN THE FORM OF DEGRADED HIGH LATITUDE PROPAGATION 
ON ALL DX FREQUENCIES. THE BEST CONDITIONS WILL COME ABOUT 
NOVEMBER 10 TO 11, 13 TO 14, AND 17 TO 18, 


THE TIMING OF FLARES AND THEIR AFTER EFFECTS ARE PREDICTABLE
